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Overseers of the poor: 
Local towns helping their own 


In all societies—whether peasant or 
feudal, capitalist or communist—there 
have always been poor people, just as 
there have always been rich people. 

And most societies have devised ways 
of aiding the poor—whether through 
fiestas and potlatches put on by the 
wealthy, or through state-sponsored 
relief programs. 

In the traditions of Western civiliza- 
tion, the Old Testament lays down laws 
that farmers shall not harvest their fields 
twice, Rather they should leave what re- 
mains. after the first harvest for the poor 
to go and glean. 

In New England, the settlers of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony brought over 
from England a system of communal 
government in which the selectmen also 
had the duty of providing for the poor, 
and early settlements here had “poor 
farms” on which the poor were permit- 
ted to grow crops. 

The tradition of caring for the poor 
with local resources has remained a 
tradition in New England, despite 
numerous social welfare programs that 
have been implemented at the state and 
federal levels during the’20th century. 
Local selectmen still have the auxiliary 
task of being “overseers of the poor.” 

And local officials spend much of their 
time, and much of their towns’ money,

Despite an improving state economy, 
as judged by a decreasing unemploy- 
ment rate, the poor are still with us. Ac- 
cording to a report on poverty in Maine, 
issued recently by the State Planning Of- 
fice and the Division of Community Ser- 
vices, the poverty rate in 1980 (the last 
census year) was 13 percent—the same 
as in 1970. But the number of poor had 
actually increased by 10,000 because of 
the state's increased population. 

The poverty rate for a non-farm fami- 
ly of four in 1984 was $10,200, as set by 
the U.S, Office of Management and 
Budget. This figure, of course, masks 
regional differences in the cost of living. 

The state report on poverty says the 
reasons for the constant percentage of 
poverty in Maine are the fact that many 
jobs in the state are seasonal jobs in 


natural resource-based industries—

Suspect confessed to 
W. Paris stabbings, 
deputy testifies 


Deputy Jonathan Tibbetts, of the Ox- 
ford County Sheriff’s Department, said 
yesterday that Joe Perham, Jr., 30, of 
West Paris, admitted to him that he 
stabbed two people in West Paris and hit 
a third. 

The deputy’s testimony was given dur- 
ing a bail hearing in South Paris District 
Court yesterday. Following the 
testimony of Deputy Tibbetts, Judge 
Ronald Kellam, citing the seriousness of 
the charges against Mr, Perham, set his 
bail at $100,000 with two sureties, or 50 
percent cash. 

The court hearing was.the first step in 
the judicial procedure that will find Mr. 
Perham either guilty or innocent of the 
charges. The next step is a probable 
cause hearing, scheduled for July 30 in 
district court. 

The charges stem from an incident at 
the home of Beatrice Lang, Route 26, 
West Paris, in which Mrs. Lang, 50, and 
John Mailloux, 28, sarne address, and her 
son, Edwin Lang, same address, were 
assaulted at around 12:30 a.m. last 
Saturday. 

According to Sgt. Jim Miclon, of the 
Oxford County Sheriff's Department, all 
three were hit with a large crescent 
wrench, found at the scene, and Mrs. 
Lang and Mr. Mailloux were stabbed 
with a hunting knife, which has not yet 
been recovered. 

Mr, Mailloux suffered stab wounds in 
the midsection and was treated at 
Stephens Memorial Hospital, in Norway, 
and released on Sunday. According to 
people who know him, he has returned 
home to Connecticut. ‘ 

Mrs, Lang suffered stab wotinds near 
ber heart and is in serious condition at 
Stephens Memorial Hospital. According 
to a. hospital spokeswomian yesterday, 
she is still in intensive care, but improv- 
ing. Her son was treated at the hospital 
for head injuries and released to the 
custody of his father.

Woodstock tax 
rate down 1 mill 


The tax rate will go down by one mill 
this year in Woodstock, the selectmen 
said last night (Tuesday) at their week- 
ly meeting.

The Mt. Abram soil was tested 
and approved by the state Department 
of Environmental Protection.

The Limitations of ‘‘Creation Science”’ 
[Sixty years. ago, in the spring of 1925, John Scopes, a school teacher 
in Dayton, Tennessee, began teaching Darwin's theory of evolution to 
his students. On May 5 of that year he was arrested for teaching evolu- 
tionary theory, and in July he was tried, a trial that drew national atten- 
tion, Scopes lost, but evolutionary theory won. Today the Biblical ac- 
count of the origins of man and the world is rarely taught in public 
schools, and many argue that it has a place alongside evolutionary 
theory. Others wish to combine creation and evolution in a hybrid call- 
ed “creation science." George Anastaplo, a professor of law at Loyola 
University, Chicago, Ill., looks at the limitations of this science.] 


The best thing to have happened, since Sputnik, to the teaching of 
science in American public schools has been the determined creationist 
challenge to what goes on there, This challenge has obliged us all— 
scientists and non-scientists alike—to examine the presuppositions, 
methods and purposes of science, I believe that it would be a con- 
siderable contribution to education in the United States if school 
children should once again be able to study seriously the Book of 
Genesis, which is so much.a part of our language, heritage and art. 

But to suggest that there should be a seriuos study, in the public 
schools, of Genesis—a study in the form of conscientious non-partisan 
interpretation and explication—is not to suggest that modern biology 
(which is very much rooted in evolutionary theory) should not be 
taught. Indeed, it is instructive to notce that there is no question, six- 
ty years after the Scopes trial, but that the theory of evolution should 
be taught in our schools. Even the creationists concede this, and with 
good reason. 

Many of the curriculum problems we are facing today are related 
to the readings by courts of the Religion Clauses of the First Amend- 
ment. On the other hand, it is a mistake to believe that the Religion 
Clauses pose any barrier to legislation for which there is plausible 
secular purpose, including legislation which recognizes the con- 
siderable evidence in favor of evolution theory, especially as it bears 
upon and is useful for biological studies. We have here a legislative 
(or political) judgment, not a judicial one or even, ultimately, a ques- 
tion of family prerogatives, On the other hand, it is a mistake to.believe 
that the Religion Clauses pose any barrier to legislation aimed at 
developing genuine education, including the serious examination in 
public schools of the great sources (including the religious sources) 
of Western civilization. (It should be at once added, that if, in the judg- 
ment of a local school board, any particular subjects cannot be pur- 
sued at the moment with provoking destructive partisanship around 
its school, then such subjects can be set aside for the time being.) 

One of the consequences of recent judicial interpretations of the 
Religion Clauses has been the development of certain religious fun- 
damentalists of something called “creation science.” One can easily 
get the impression that there is something contrived about such efforts 
to dress up Genesis in scientific garb. It does seem to be lttle more 
than a plausible way of getting a version of Genesis into the public 
schools, but a much watered-down version which does not give Genesis 
its due. 

The arguments for creation science which I have seen strike me as 
sophistical; they may even represent a compromise with the morali- 
ty, or sense of probity, one expects in truly pious people. I do not believe 
that the conscientious men who resort to creation science appreciate 
how much they undermine a serious respect for Genesis by trying to 
reconcile it as they do with geological, archaelogical and other such 
data. One consequence of this approach is to tacitly recognize science 
as sovereign, even as it exposes the creationist as “Ptolemac” in their 
desperate efforts to make their “theory” fit the “facts.” Partly respon- 
sible for such shoddy contrivances—one one sees such contortions again 
and again in education, as well as elsewhere—have been the 
misreadings of the courts of the Religion Clauses of the First 
Amendment. 

If the Genesis account is translated into scientific terms rather than 
grappled with on its terms, it not only loses much of its majestic ap- 
peal but it also puts its underlying argument in grave jeopardy. This 
means, among other things, that although the creationists may have 
been doing all of us a favor with their challenge to what is and is not 
being taught in the public schools, they may be doing this at great risk 
to the integrity of their own position. Goodnaturedness and a sense of 
confidence are called for as we consider what we can do for them— 
and thereby to help them to help us even more then they have already.

Lang residence, He was.taken first to the 
sheriff's office but was later transported 
to the Augusta Mental Health Institute, 
whichis where he was again taken after 
yesterday’s hearing. 

He has spent time in the institution 
before, as well as in the VA hospital at 
Togus, suffering from a mental disorder, 
according to his father, Joe Perham, of 
High Street, West Paris. 

“There’s. a long and deep history of 
mental illness,” the senior Perham said 
of his son’s. condition, He said doctors 
have described his son’s condition as 
paranoia schizophrenia. He said his son 
had been a patient at Togus as recently 
as May and had talked of having himself 
committed at that time. 

Mr. Perham said his son had been an 
honor student at Oxford Hills High School 
before enlistirig in the Navy. He was 
honorably discharged from the Navy 
about seven years ago and later spent a 
year at the University of Maine at Orono. 

He tried a number of jobs locally, but 
without success. He worked for awhile 


. forthe U.S. Forest Service and for awhile 


for Penley Brothers, Mainly he lived off 
his VA. disability pension. and social 
security, his father said. “He never made 
any adjustment to society,” he added. 

When he appeared in court yesterday, 
the younger Perham, a thin but well-built 
man, was dressed in a greén T-shirt, cut- 
off jeans with a wide leather belt buckl- 
ed in the back, and sneakers without 
socks. His hands were handcuffed in 
front.of him. He stood calmly in front of 
the judge. 

When the judge asked him if he had 
any questions to ask of the deputy who 
testified about his involvement in the 
assaults, Mr. Perham said he did not. 

When the judge asked him if he had 
any comments about the amount of bail, 
Mr. Perham said, “Bail is out of the ques- 
tion for me.” Then he added, “I don't ex- 
pect to. be set loose.”

DR. WILLIAMS APPOINTED TO 
HEALTH CARE REVIEW BOARD 

Patricia D. Williams, M.D., medical 
director of the Bethel Area Health 
Center, is one of eight Maine physicians 
to be appointed to the Advisory Board of 
Health Care Review, Inc. 

This organization is responsible for 
assuring the medical necessity, quality, 
and appropriateness of Medicare ser- 
vices provided by Maine hospitals. 

In 1982 Congress passéd medical cost- 
containment legislation mandating that 
each state have a Peer Review Organiza- 
tion (PRO) with the authority to deny 
Medicare payments for inappropriate 
médical costs and even to recommend 
that providers and physicians be exclud- 
ed from the Medicare program based on 
their utilization patterns arid practices. 
In addition, each PRO is to improve 
quality of patient care by: (1) reducing 
hospital readmissions resulting from 

.poor initial caré; (2) insuring that 
critical médical services are provided; 
(3) reducing avoidable death; (4) reduc- 
ing unnecessary surgery and other pro- 
cedures; and (5) reducing postoperative 
and. other complications. Health Care 
Réview, Ine., is thé PRO for the state of 
Maine. 


Open for the Season 
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As I see it.... 

Inthe Summer of 1953, the U.S, govern- 
ment ordered the execution of Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg for committing es- 
pionage for the Soviet Union. Based .on 
court evidence, the Rosenbergs, their in- 
laws and a Philadelphia chemist were 
found to have given top-secret informa- 
tion about the atomic bomb to a Soviet 
agent. in 1944-45. 

From 1975 through December 1976, 
Christopher Boyce removed and 
photographed a sizeable number of 
documents from a CIA contractor in 
California. He was an employee at TRW 
who was given top secret clearance after 
a flimsy government security check. 
Boyce was convicted in 1978 and is cur- 


rently serving a 68-year sentence in a 


federal penitentiary in Illinois. His 
bizarre story was recently dramatized in 
the major film “The Falcon and the 
Snowman.” 

These were indeed serious espionage 
cases. But they pale in comparison to the 
recent revelations of what may be the 
greatest breach of security in our na- 
tion’s history—the case of John Walker,. 
his son, and his brother, in which 
members of our own armed forces sold 
hundreds of the nation’s top military 
secrets to the Soviets over a 20 year 


-period. The government.estimates that — 


it will spend several million dollars to 
change the coding gear that. was 
compromised. 

We faced many external threats in this 
dangerous world. But there is something 
especially chilling and disheartening 
about threats from within, striking at the 
very marrow of our national pride. We 
must begin now to take better care to 
guard against future espionage cases, I 
have proposed that we develop a 
coherent policy to deal with espionage, 
with four basic suggestions: 

1. Selectivity — Government officials 
must be more selective when issuing 
security clearances for classified and 
top-secret information. Currently, over 
4,2 million people have access to these” 
security clearances. Many of those 
issued are to large numbers of contrac- 
tor personnel, such as plumbers, electri- 
cians.and custodians, who do not require 
access to classified material. 

2. Restriction —We must also restrict 
the number of security clearances and 
thoroughly check the record of those who 
will have access to the classified in- 
formation. It’s certainly not enough for 
government officials to simply call fami- 
ly members and a few close friends, and 
then approve someone for special 
clearance. Yet this is exactly what hap- 
pened in the Boyce case, 

3. Balance. Diplomatic. Personnel — 
Along with improving our own clearance 
system, I believe we must also begin to 
restrict the number of Soviet diplomatic 
personnel allowed in the United States. 
The Soviet Union has over 200 employees 

(nearly all Soviets) in it facilities in the 
U.S., while the U.S, has less than 100 peo- 
ple working in the U.S, Embassy and 
consulates in the Soviet Union. There can 
be no doubt that many of the personnel 
working in the Soviet facilities in our 
country are engaged in espionage ac- 
tivities. In May, I sponsored legislation 
that would make the number of Soviet 
personnel more equivalent with the 
number of U.S. personnel allowed in the 
Soviet Union. That legislation was 
recently approved in the Senate. 

4. Stiffen Penalties — Those citizens 
who are convicted for espionage should 
be imprisoned for life without parole. 
They have committed the ultimate crime 
against their country, and they should be 
forced to pay the price.

Summer Bird Feeding 


Why, you may ask, should anyone 
feed birds in the summer? Don’t they 
get enough seed, fruit and insects on 
their own? Probably, yes—if you're 
talking “survival.” But there’s no rea- 
son not to offer the seed, fruit and 
other food that will draw birds to your 
yard—all year. 

Your summer visitors are apt to be 
a different mix from your winter birds, 
Some of the winter ones will stay, but 
some summer birds aren't around in 
the winter and might not come to your 
yard in the summer except for the food 
you provide, Many young birds, too, 
come to feed with their parents in 
summer, and watching bird families is 
@ rare treat: parents teaching their 
young to eat; family squabbles; per- 
haps a “runt” learning to get its fair 
share of food. 

With some exceptions, the same 
kinds of food you put out in winter 
will serve the birds well in summer. 

Seeds: Sunflower seeds are a main- 
stay, but try standard mixtures with a 
high percentage of proso millets, sun- 
flower seed and some cracked corn, 
These will draw many seed-eaters and 
their young. Chickadees and titmice 
are especially entertaining to watch— 
with their families of 4-to-7 fledglings 
learning the ropes. 

Fruits: Citrus fruits, plus bananas, 
pieces of apple, and raisins. These are 
not necessary food but, in many parts 
of the country, a fruit salad will likely 
bring in orioles, house finches, gros- 
beaks and tanagers. Fruits are almost 
sure to draw mockingbirds, thrash- 
ers, arid catbirds (which rarely visit 
northern feeders in winter). Even wood- 
peckers, which normally subsist on a 
diet of insects, ntay avidly take fruit.

Many séed-eaters, in fact, eat fruit 
and other foods. 

Sugar water: A 4-to-1 mixture of 
water and sugar, placed in small, plas- 
tic vials, wired to shrubs and trees, 
will likely draw not only humming- 
birds but a number of other birds. A 
purplish solution of water and grape 
jelly may attract treetop-inhabiting ori- 
oles (the Baltimore in the East; Bul- 
lock’s and other species in the West)— 
especially if you have large trees in or 
adjacent to your yard. 


Exceptions to winter foods in sum- 
mer: Unless you live in the far north, 
there's no need to offer suet and 
rendered-fat foods such as seed balls 
or péanut butter mixtures. They'll 
probably melt. Besides, a summer in- 
sect diet gives the birds the high-fat 
content that suet provides in the in- 
séct-poor wintertime. 

So, with one eye on your food bud- 
getand the other on your bird feed- 
ers, enjoy the backyard picnic all 
summer long.

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Bucks-only rule 
broadened 


Deer hunters throughout Maine- will 
have to check for antlers this fall under 
new rules that extend “bucks-only” 
restrictions into the state’s northern 
hunting district. 

Fish and Wildlife Corimissioner Glenn 
H, Manuel set Maine’s 1985 antlerless 
deer hunting rules recently, following a 
five-to-three supporting vote of the In- 
land Fisheries and Wildlife Advisory 
Council. 

Previously unaffected by “bucks-only” 
restrictions, hunters in the northern deer 
hunting district, north of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, will be limited to tak-' 
ing only antlerless deer for the first three 
weeks of the four week season, 

Rules protecting doe deer in southern 
Maine are unchanged from last year, 
with a season-long ban on antlerless deer 
hunting in eastern and western sections, 
and three weeks of bucks-only hunting 
followed by one week of either-sex 
hunting in the central portion of southern 
Maine. 

The department had held 16 public 


hearings, one in each county, on the pro- Frerainn : 


posed restrictions. Manuel noted that 
while there is disagreement on how it 
should be accomplished, nearly everyone 
he heard from indicated a desire to see 
the deer population increased in their 
area of the state. 

“Controlling the harvest of doe deer is 
a proven method of increasing deer 
numbers. Even with only two years of 
limited use of this deer management 
technique in southern Maine, there is 
general agreement that more deer are 
being seen,” he said, 

The regular firearms season on deer 
runs from Nov. 4 through Nov. 30. Satur- 
day, Nov. 2, is also open for Maine 
residents only. The firearms season will 
be preceded by a special archery season, 
Oct. 1 to Nov. 1, and followed by a special 
muzzleloader season recently enacted by 
the State Legislature, Dec. 1 to Dec. 7, 

Manual noted that the annual limit on 
deer is one per hunter, regardless of 
which season it is taken in. He added that 
special licenses are required of hunters 
who participated in the archery and 
muzzleloader seasons, 

Only deer with a minimum antler 
length of three inches may be taken from 
Nov. 2 through the end of the season in 
the Eastern and Western districts, and 
from Nov. 2 through Nov. 23 in the Cen- 
tral and Northern districts. 

The Western District includes all of Ox- 
ford, Cumberland and York counties; 
most of Franklin County; the western 
half of Androscoggin County; 
southwestern portion of Somerset Coun- 
ty; and a small portion of Sagadahoc 
County. 

The Eastern District consists of coastal 
portions of Hancock and Washington 
counties and a small section of southern 
Penobscot County. 

The Central Disrict lies between the 
Western and Eastern disricts of southern 
Maine, south of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. 

Manuel's current authority to manage 
the deer herd through regulation of the 
harvest of doe deer was scheduled to ex- 
pire after 1985, but the recently adjourn- 
ed 112th Legislature passed a bill conti- 
nuing, and broadening, the authority in- 
itially given the fish and wildlife commis- 
sioner only for a three-year period.

Leave wild babies alone 


Wildlife of many species produce 


young in the spring—amd inevitably, ™ 
some young wildlife becomes “adopted” =. 


by well-meaning but misguided humans, 
according to the Maine Fish and Wildlife 
Department. 

There are few things more cute and 
cuddly and irresistible than a young wild 
animal. But they can quickly become a 


nuisance at best—or dangerous at worst. . 


Farm animals and house pets havehad ;. 
thousands of years of close association *é 


with man. Wild animals, on the other “*° 


hand, retain their innate instincts and 


quickly revert to their wild nature, 
regardless of how humanely they may be 
treated. Within a few months, a young 
fawn grows into a large adult capable of 
knocking down—even killing—a man. 
Baby foxes and raccoons can suddenly 
turn into snarling and biting creatures of 
formidable strength and ferocity. And 
there is always a danger that such 
creatures may be carrying dangerous 
diseases, including deadly rabies. 

And once a wild youngster has been fed 
and learned to depend on humans, it may 
be difficult or impossible for it to make 
it on its own after it is released in the 
wild, 

Young arlimals or birds which appear 
to have been “abandoned” by their 
mothers may only have been left tem- 
porarily while the parent is off feeding. 
They’re best left alone and untouched, A 
baby bird fallen from its nest should be 
carefully returned; most wild mothers 
will reclaim young, even with human 
scent upon them, 

Maine statutes prohibits the handling 
or possession of wild animals without the 
proper permit. Violators face fines up to 
$500 and jail sentences if convicted.

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THIS WEEK AT THE 
Moses Mason House 


Beautiful outdoor weather made it 
Possible to hold the annual Bethel 
Historical Society picnic on the lawn of 
the Dr. Moses Mason House on Thursday 
evening, July 4, followed by the monthly 
meeting. : 

Society Director Stanley R, Howe 
made a presentation on the Greenback 
movement in western Maine during the 
1870s and 1880s, Dr, Howe introduced the 
background of the Greenback movement 
by mentioning that the Civil War had 
made going off the gold standard a 
necessity. Some $450,000,000 in green- 
backs had been issued during that con- 
flict and the problem after the war as to 
whether they would be redeemed with 
gold or silver or continued. 

Generally farmers and wage earners 
favored greenbacks while bankers and 
othe capitalists pushed for an immediate 
return fo gold as the only medium of ex- 
change. Events were complicated by the 
Panic of 1873 and the continuing depres- 
sion of the 1870s. The American economy 
continued on a deflationary course rather 
than an inflationary one. Many prices 
were actually decreasing and generally 
this. hurt the farmer most. The green- 
back movement attempted to convince 
government policymakers to. continue 
printing money, some advocating to an 
unlimited extent. 

This drive horrified capitalists, mer- 
chants and other commercial interests 
generally, but became popular in various 
States, In Maine, severely distressed by 
the depressed state of the economy, 
farmers and factory workers left their 

_ allegiance fo the Republicans and 
Democrats and supported the Greenback 
Party. Large numbers of Greenbackers 
were eventually elected to the Maine 

Legislature in the late 1870s and early 

1880s. The Greenbackers also were in- 

~ strumental in electing two Maine gover- 
nors and Maine sent two-congressmen to 
Washington with the Greenback party 
label. 

In western Maine, Greenbackers were 
heavily influenced by Solon Chase of 
Turner who conducted the “Them 
Steers” campaign all over the state. 

In Bethel Greenbackers won im- 

_ pressive numbers of vates, Local citizens 
involved in the Greenback movement in- 
cluded George Haskell, a marble worker, 
Gideon A. Hastings, Clark S. Edwards, 
Dr. John Morton, Samuel F. Gibson, 
W.E. Skilings, and G.R. Wiley. Several 
of these men were pronminent Bethel 
citizens so it is clear the Greenback 
movement had impressive support in 
Bethel. What Dr. Howe attempted to 
make clear, however, is the extent and 
nature of this involvement, For example, 
was Clark. Edwards involved because 
he wanted to fuse the Greenbacks with 
the Democratic party? Without a great 
deal more evidence it is impossible to say 
why important Democrats were involv- 
ed in the Greenback party, out of convic- 
tion or expediency. Dr. Howe concluded 
his talk by indicating that more sources 
are needed than the anti-Greenback Ox- 
ford Domacrat which was a Republican 
organ in this period, It is clear by the ear- 
iy 18805 that the economy had improved 
and redemption berame the official 
policy uf the federal government in 
Janutary 1879.

Health/Safety Tip 

Some prescription bottles have stickers 
on the side that tell you to avoid dairy 
products, but there are other foods to 
avoid, also. 

When taking antibiotics, it’s wise to 
avoid acidic foods such as caffiene, citrus 
fruits (and juices), cola drinks, pickles, 
because these drugs are destroyed by 
stomach acid produced by these foods. 
When taking tetracycline, avoid calcium 
for the same reason. 

With anticoagulants avoid beef liver, 
oils and leafy green vehetables contain- 
ing vitamin K, Vitamin K promotes blood 
clotting which counteracts the effect of 
these drugs, 

If you are taking antihypersensitives 
thigh blood pressure pills} be sure you 
stay away from natural licorice, suchas 
imported candy and flavorings from 
Europe. Licorice can cause water and 
salt retention that may lead to elevated 
blood pressure and heart attacks, 

If you use diuretics avoid MSG, as in 
seasoned salt, meat tenderizer, oriental 
foods and frozen vegetables, MSG 
removes excess water from body tissues, 
as does the diuretic, which can lead to 
vitamin C and B complex depletion, 
along with a serious loss of potassium. 

Remember—always ask your doctor if 
there are any foods you should avoid or 
any foods you should include in your diet.

Mild winter favors deer 


A final report on the winter of 1984-85 
confirms that it was a good one for 
Maine's deer herd, according to Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner Glenn H. Manuel. 

Manuel's comments were based on a 
report prepared by Wildlife Biologist 
Gerald Lavigne, deer study leader. 
Lavigne's Winter Severity Index report 
is based upon observations of 
temperatures, snow depth and deer 
mobility, made by biologists, wardens, 
and volunteer cooperators at about 45 
checking stations located in known 
wintering areas throughout the state. 

“As a result of the easy winter,” 
Lavignie’s report says, “deer losses, par- 
ticularly those related to malnutrition, 
were minimal. Physical condition of deer 
mortalities exarnined have remained 
above-average as indicated by bone mar- 
row fat levels.” 

Because of the excellent condition of 
pregriant does this spring, Lavigne says 
he anticipates “that natal mortality of 
this year’s crop will be negligible.” 

The report réveals that extreme cold 
was not a frequent problem for wintér- 
ing deer during the past winter; below- 
average ternpéetatures occurred only 
during the nionth of January. That 
month was consistently cold, with no 
periods of 32°F or higher temperatures, 
yet extreme low temperatiires of less 
thati-20°F were infrequent and of short 
duration. Temperatures during 
December arid February were warmer 
than thé 1972-84 averages, while 
temperatiires duririg Mareh and April 
néarly equalled those of thé previous 
winters. 

Also benefiting the deer population is 
the fact that Maitie and the entire 
hortheast have experiencing a drotght, 
and this deficit in precipitation resulted 
in below-average accumulation of sniow- 


- cover in all parts of the state during most 


imonths of the 1984-85 winter. Only in cen- 
tral Maine did snow depths approach the 
average depth for the past 12 winters. 
although these snow accumulations did 
not often exceed critical depths of 20 
inches or deeper, which affects deer 
mobility. - 

Eveti in northern Maine and thé 
wéstérn iiountain region, thé pro- 
pressively increasing snow pack fermain- 
ed powdery, allowing deer to rriove about 
with little difficulty. In these areas, the 
snow developed surface érust during 
February resulting in sevérely restric- 
tivé mobility in some aréas, However, by 
mid-March, fully stipportive crusts form- 
ed, allowing largely unrestricted deer 
fioverents. Open areas and south slopes 
becaineé stiow-frée by mid-April in the 
notherti areas.
